Representative As well, Democrat, 


of Louisiana, presented the Curtis- 
Aswell commodity marketing bill 
which calls for an appropriation of 
only $10,000,000 to establish nation- 
al and subsidiary sectfonal market- 
ing associations owned, controlled

by farmers.

plan, he argued provides tor per- 
manent rather than temporary re- 
lief and contemplates a national 
rather than sectional system of or- 
ganization.
